Hence we may obferve, 1.. That God did not 
Rebuke David tor Refifting Saul, tho’ hé wae 
Anointed King. He did not tell him that he and 
his Men were Rebels in feeking to depofe the 
Lords Anointed. 2. That God took part with 
David againit Saul,in telling him, That Saul would 
come down, and that the Men of Keilah would deliver 
bim into his bands ; and being thus cautioned by 
God Almighty, Uavid and bis Men departed out of 
Keilah. v. 13. 

Don’t we,in another place, find this very David, 
this Man after Gods own Heart, entring into an 
Alliance with Achifh to Fight againit Saul, not- 
withftanding he was his Father-ineLam. Nor 
need we mention the Revolt of Edom and Libnah,

The refifling of Evil Prin- 
ees is fo far from being Condemned by Scripture, thar in 
Holy Writ we find the People often Puntfhed for not refift- 
ing and oppofing them. 

How feverely did God Punifh J/rael tor the Sin of Saul, 
in breaking his Oath, Solemn Pads. and Covenants with the 
Gibeonites? They thated the Punifhinent of his Sin, becaufe 
they did not oppofe his Breach of Faith. The fame may 
be faid about the Punifhment infliéted by God on the People, 
for their confeliting to Davids Numbering of them, which 
God had forbidden; becaufe they did not oppofe that énter- 
prize of David, as they ought to have done. Andwe don’t 
tind ehe Peoyle concerned in the Punifhment of Davids ddul- 
tery with Batheba, becaufe they had no fhare in that Sin; 
it was a Private and not a Publick Iniguity. 

Thofe that thinkthe Maccabees Canonicalare furnifhed with 
@ very good Initanceé of Refiffance whenthey fhut the Gates of 
Modin againit the Envoys of Antiochus, and immediately 
touk up Arms in Defence of theit Liberty and Religion. And | 
fo.did Matt bias fhurup rhe Gates of the fame Place; and ex- 
horted his Children rocontinue in theit Refftanceeven to tlie 

lour of his Death, nor did he, on his Death-Bed; believe 
thar there was any Sin in Refiffance, and his Children fol. 
Jowed his Example with an equal Piety, Courage and Bra- 
3wery.
